He will not 
be able to help on the farm. I want to see Mex. Consul. I don't want to be sent 
back like this. Don't I have any rights. I have not tole my parents that I am 
sick because I am ashamed. (No money and sick.) 

Mr. Paz was very mean to him when he explain all this.

I said that I was going to talk to Mex. Consul. They told me not to see him, 
Doctor finally gave me shots, but, he said there was nothing wrong with me. 

Consul wnet out to camp, inspected camp, fixed several things such as very 
crowded trucks, wash dishes better, little better food. 

Treated by Doctor Garcia= (very mean) men would not go see him because of 
this (afraid of him) About 20 days after I got to Blythe my legs, hands arms, 
face got swollen and pins. When I work my whole body got swollen and sore. 

In Blythe I did not even work e@ 3 days out of the week. Only made enough to 
pay board. Some weeks I never even got anything. I finally decided to go back 
homee JI am flat broke now. My legs hurt very much.
